Mr. Thompson also of Adams’ Express Co. often receives pieces of bullion, too 
small for a regular deposit. Since the Coiner can only give out coin to those outside of the Mint 
in a prescribed manner, - these small lots are brought to me for exchange, & our endeavor is to 
do justice to the deposits, but certainly to have a care that the Government lose nothing. My 
stock of silver coin is exhausted, & if you permit it, I would like to exchange some bullion with 
the Coiner for Silver Coin say a few hundred dollars.
